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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Bolton et ai teach ionomer interlayer thickness 
from 1 mil to 200 mils (i.e. 25.4 microns to 5080 microns) (Col. 5, lines 28-29). As per Bolton et al organic amine used to maintain the 
optical clarity (Col. 5, lines 49-59). Bolton et al do not disclose that organic amine is a plasticizer and reduces viscosity of ionomer as 
argued. Bolton et al clearly disclose that ionomer resin film may be substituted for poyurethane and polyvinyl butyral in laminated safety 
glass, at a substantial savings in cost (Col. 7, lines 25-28). Bolton et al disclosure is not limited to only glass/ionomer/polycarbonate 
structure. Frost et al disclosure is not limited to the preferred embodiments . 
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
